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HONORABLE ROGUES. 





Extrait from “ a Tour through Sicily and Malta, 
by & Brydone, F. R.S, in a fertes of Letters,’’ 
giving an account of a peculiar fpecies of Ban- 
pirri in the ifland of Sicily, which are tole- 
raicd by the government of that i/land—The 
Letter from which this is taken, is daied at 

Mrssina, May 20, 1770. 

WE are juft returned from the prince’s. He 
received us very politely, but with a good deal 
of ftate. He offered us the ufe of his carriages, 
as there are none to be hired; and in the ufual 
ftyle, defired to knowin what he could be of 
fervice to us. We told him (with an apology 
for our departure) that we were obliged to fet 
off to-morrow, and begged his protection on 
our journey. He replied that he would give 
orders for guards to attend us, that fhould be 
aniwerable for every thing ; that we need give 

urfelvzs no farther trouble ; 
number of mules we had occafion for, fhould 
be ready at the door of the inn, at any hour w~ 
fhould think proper to appoint: He added, that 
we might entirely rely on thofe guards, who 
were people of the moft determined refolution, 
as well as of the moft approved fidelity, and 
would not fail to chaftife on the fpot, any perfon 
who fhould prefume to impofe upon us. 

Now, who do you think thefe trufty guards 
are compofed of ? Why of the moit daring, and 
moft hardened villains, perhaps, that are to be 
met with upon earth, who, in any other coun- 
try, would have been broken upon the whee! or 
hung in chains; but are here publicly protect- 
ed, and univerfally feared and reipected. It 
was this part of the police of Sicily, that I was 
afraid to give you an account of: But I have 
now converfed with the prince’s people on the 
fubje&t, and they have confirmed every circum- 
{tance Mr. M made me acquainted with. 

He told me, that in this eait part of the ifland, 
called Val Demoni, (from the devils that are 
fuppofed to inhabit Moune Etna) it has ever 
been found impracticable to extirpete the ban- 
ditti; there being numberlets caverns and fub- 
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terraneous paflages in that mountain, where no 
troops could poflibly purfue them: That befides, 
as they are known to be perfe&ly determined 
and refolute, never failing to take a dreadful 
revenge on thofe who have offended them, the 
prince of Villa Franca has embraced it, not on- 
ly as the fafeft, but likewife as che wifeft, and 
moft political fcheme, to become their declared 
patron and protector. And fuch of them as 
think proper to leave their mountains and fo- 
refts, though perhaps only for a time, are fure 
to meet with good encour’gement, and fecurity 
in his fervice; they enjoy the moft unbounded 
confidence, which, in no inftance, they have 
ever yet been found to make an improper or a 
difhoneft ufe of. They are clothed in the prince’s 
livery, yellow and green, with filver lace; and 
wear likewife a badge of their honorable order, 
which entitles them to univerfal fear and refpec 
from the people. 


I have juft been interrupted by an upper fer- 


,vant of the prince’s, who, both by his looks 


and language, feems to be of the fame worthy 
fraternity. He tells us, that he has ordered our 
muleteers, at their peril, to be ready by day- 
break ; but that we need not gotill we think 
proper ; for it is their bufinefs to attend on nofri 
excellenzi, He fays, he has likewife ordered two 
of the moft defperate fellows in the whole ifland 
to accompany us; adding, ina fort of whifper, 
that we need be under no apprehenfion ; for if 
any perfon fhould prefume to impofe on us to 
the value of a fingle baiocc,} they would cer- 
tainly put them to death. I gave him an ounce, 

yhich i knewaywas what he expected ; on which 
he redoubled his bows and his excellenzis, and 
declared we were the moft honorabili Signiort he 
had ever met with, and that if we pleafed, he 
himfelf thould have the honor of attending us, 
and would chaftize. any perfon that fhould dare 
to take the wall of us, or injure usin the fmall- 
eft trifle. We thanked him for his zeal, fhew- 
ing him we had {words of our own, On which, 
bowing refpecifully, he retired.
